INTERNAZIONALE 

Formed in 1909 by a group of dissatisfied sup- 
porters and players of A.C. Milan. Merged with 
US Milanese as Ambrosiana Internazionale. Be- 
came Internazionale again in 1945, 

Play at Stadio di San Siro, which they share with 
A.C. Milan and which is owned by the city. 

Won the European Cup two years in a row in 
1964 and 1965, and World Cup winners the 
same years. 

Outstanding manager has been Helenio Herrera. 
Top players for the club have been Giancinto 
Facchetti, Sandrino Mazzola, who was killed in 
the Superga air disaster, Guiseppe Meazza and 
Luis Suarez. 


RACING (Buenos Aires) 


Formed in 1905 jointly by Argentinians and 
French immigrants who had played for the Paris 
Racing Club, whose colors are still worn. In the 
early 1950's Racing basked in the favour of 
President Peron, and until recently were still 
paving back an indefinite loan given to them by 

is Finance Minister. 

They adopted professionalism in 1931. Their 

ground can hold ‘100,000. 
_Won the 1967 World Cup club championship 
after a three-match battle with Glasgow Celtic. 
Famous players who have worn their colors in- 
clude Ruben Bravo, Pedro Manfredini, Benitez 
Carceres and Humberto Maschio, 


DUKLA 

Formed in 1947 as ATK Prague by the Czech 
Government to provide a centre for footballers 
in the Czech Army. enamed UDA (Ustredni 
Dum Armady — Centra] Club of the Army) 1953, 
and Dukla 1956 after the village in the Carpathians 
where the Czechs fought so heroically against the 
Germans. Play at Juliska Stadium. 

Dukla have been Czech champions many times 
since their formation, and were finalists in the 
Mitropa Cup in 1955. 

Outstanding manager was Karel Kolsky, who 
played against England in 1937. Top players have , 

en Jano Geleta, Joesf Masopust, Ladislav 
Novak, Svantopluk Pluskal and Rudold Kucera, 
who was compelled to retire from the game in 
1963 with a grave head injury which left him 
permanently damaged. 


CLYDE 

Formed in 1877 in the Bridgeton district of 
Glasgow. Named after the famous river and its 
shipyards, “which provided many of its early 
players. 

Have won the Scottish Cup three times — in 
1939, 1955 and 1958 — but have never won the 
First Division league title. Second Division cham- 
pions three times. Original ground was Barrow- 
field Park, which had a spinning mill built on it. 
Since 1897 they have played at Shawfield, which 
has a capacity of $5,000, ; 

Great players for the Clyde have been Danny 
Blair, George Herd and Tommy Ring. 


MANCHESTER CITY 


Formed in 1894 after their immediate predeces- 
sor Ardwick had gone out of existence through 
lack of funds. Ardwick had been formed in 1887 
following the amalgamation of West Gorton and 
Gorton Athletic, the latter having been in existence 
since 1880. 

Play at Maine Road, which is the biggest club 
ground in England and held 84,569 in a F.A. 
Cup-tie against Stoke in 1934. Have won the F.A.° 
|} Cup and been First and Second Division league 
champions several times, 

Outstanding players include Wilf Wild, Eric 
Brook, Jimmy McMullan, Peter Doherty, Frank 
Swift (killed in the Manchester United air disaster 
when he was then a journalist) and Bert Traut- 
mann, the German war-time paratrooper who 
played in the closing stages of the 1956 F.A. Cup 
Final with a broken neck. 


SPORTING CLUB (Lisbon) 

Formed in 1906; play at the Estadio Jose 
Alvalade. Original members of Portugal’s First 
Division in 1934, and never relegated. 

Have won the Portuguese Cup and League 
many times, and won the European Cup-Winners 
Cup in 1963-64, when they beat MTK Budapest in 
a replay after a 3-3 draw. 

Outstanding players: Hilario da Conceicano, 
Fernando Mendes and Cario Gomez. 


RED STAR (Belgrade) 

Formed in 1945 after the liberation of Belgrade 
by Yugo-Slavian students -—- a successor to the 
famous Jugoslavija club, who were champions in 
1924 and 1925. Affiliated to Belgrade University. 

Play at Stadion Crvena Svezda, reconstructed 
1963-65 to include even a hotel. Stadium has 
capacity of over 100,000. 

Red Star have won the Yugo Slav top league 
many times since their first win in 1950-51. 

Famous players include Vladimir Beara, a spec- 
tacular goalie who was at one time a Ballet 
Master at Belgrade Opera; Boris Kostic, Rajko 
Mitic_ and Dragoslav Sekularec, whose Gipsy 
grandfather was, in his hey-day, one of the most 
brilliant and also one of the most ternperamental 
players in Europe.
